‘Not  of  the  world’ 

It  is  a great  privilege  to  be  here  on  the  Brigham  Young  University  campus  where 
academic  and  spiritual  pursuits  are  so  well  blended  together. 

I commend  all  of  you  who  are  living  in  harmony  with  the  standards  of  the 
Church  of  this  great  University.  It  is  a wonderful  thing  to  set  a proper  example  and 
to  be  a light  to  the  world,  and  that  is  exactly  what  the  students  at  the  Brigham 
Young  University  are  expected  to  be. 

I commend  you  for  keeping  the  standards  of  decency  and  of  dress  which 
President  Oaks  has  announced  to  you.  We  are  not  of  the  world,  and  the  Lord 
expects  us  to  maintain  that  course  of  modesty  in  dress  and  grooming  which  is  so 
important  a part  of  our  cultural  background. 

May  I say  a few  words  to  you  about  the  power  of  example.  I have  heard  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  tell  the  story  many  times  of  reading  the  Book  of  Mormon  in  his 
youth  and  of  falling  in  love  with  Nephi  and  his  life.  Nephi  was  to  him  an  example 
of  faith  and  devotion. to  the  truth. 

The  Apostle  James  gave  us  this  counsel:  “Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets,  who 
have  spoken  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  an  example.”  He  then  praised  the 
patience  of  Job  and  the  faith  of  Elias,  who  he  said  “was  a man  subject  to  like 
passions  as  we  are,”  and  yet  had  power  to  work  miracles. 

But  the  greatest  example  ever  set  for  men  was  that  of  the  Son  of  God  himself.  His 
life  was  perfect.  He  did  all  things  well,  and  was  able  to  say  to  all  men:  “Follow  thou 
me,  ’’and  we  all  should  pattern  our  lives  after  His. 

Perhaps  his  most  perfect  counsel  in  this  respect  was  given  to  the  Nephite 
disciples.  “What  manner  of  men  ought  ye  to  be?”  he  asked,  and  then  gave  this 
answer:  “Verily  I say  unto  you,  even  as  lam.  ” 

May  I say  that  those  who  follow  His  example  will  become  like  Him  and  be 
glorified  with  Him  in  his  Father’s  kingdom.  To  certain  Nephite  disciples  who  had 
followed  Him  with  full  purpose  of  heart  He  said:  “Ye  shall  be  even  as  I am,  and  I 
am  even  as  the  Father;  and  the  Father  and  I are  one.” 

I pray  that  we  may  all  walk  in  His  footsteps,  and  keep  His  commandments,  so 
that  we  may  be  like  Him.  I testify  that  the  work  we  are  engaged  in  is  true  and  leave 
my  blessings  with  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Amen. 
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President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  topped  a distinguished  list  of  men  yesterday  when  he 
was  awarded  the  Exemplary  Manhood  Award  in  Devotional  assembly. 


Exemplary  Manhood 
presented  to  Prophet 


The  thousands  grew  silent. 

He  entered,  walking  slowly,  his  soft 
white  hair  gleaming  in  the  light. 

Rising  respectfully,  row  by  row,  the 
12,276  people  in  the  Marriott  Center 
greeted  Pres.  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  with 
“We  Thank  Thee,  0 God,  For  A Prophet” 
at  Devotional  yesterday. 

President  Smith  was  presented  the 
Exemplary  Manhood  Award  “in 
recognition  of  his  dedicated  service  to  the 
Church.  . ...  .his  spiritual 
leadership. . . .and  of  his  embodiment  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

Arthur  Haycock,  the  President’s 
personal  secretary,  and  Douglas  Smith, 
one  of  the  Prophet’s  sons,  told  of  their 
experiences  with  Pres.  Smith. 

Haycock  spoke  of  Pres.  Smith  as  a kind 
and  humble  man  with  a sense  of  humor. 

He  said  that  a man  who  had  shaken 
hands  with  the  prophet  commented  that 
he  felt  as  though  he  had  shaken  hands 


with  the  Lord.  “No,  my  brother,  I am  but 
the  servant  of  the  Lord,”  replied  Pres. 
Smith. 

Pres,  and  Sister  Smith  often  sang  duets, 
which  the  Prophet  refered  to  as  “do-its”, 
for  he  felt  he  had  to  do  it  or  else.  After 
one  of  their  BYU  performances,  which 
left  the  audience  in  tears,  he  said,  “I  can 
understand  that.  My  singing  is  enough  to 
make  anybody  cry.” 

Pres.  Smith  has  written  24  books  and 
Haycock  said  the  prophet  had  typed 
them  all  on  a hunt-and-peck  system  he 
refered  to  as  the  “Biblical”  system  of 
“seek  and  ye  shall  find.” 

As  a child  he  was  like  Samuel,  as  a boy 
like  Nephi,  and  in  ministry  like  Alma, 
according  to  Douglas  Smith.  He  said  he 
had  never  heard  his  father  pray  but  that 
he  would  ask  that  the  people  would  keep 
their  covenants. 

Smith  said  he  and  his  father  had  often 
boxed,  but  “I  had  too  much  respect  to 
hit  him  and  he  had  too  much  love  to  hit 


Six  coeds  file  pots,  pans  suit 


Six  BYU  coeds  have  filed  suit  against  a 
local  pots  and  pans  sales  firm  for  breach 
of  the  Utah  code  governing  referral  sales, 
according  to  Richard  Maxfield,  district 
attorney  for  the  Fourth  District  Court. 

The  section  of  the  code  being  cited  in 
the  suit  prohibits  a salesman  or  firm  from 
inducing  a purchaser  to  give  him  sales 
referrals  with  a promise  of  rebate, 
discount  or  other  consideration. 

J.  Keith  Beagles,  district  manager  for 


the  firm,  W.B.  Enterprises,  asserted 
yesterday  that  the  charges  were  but  a 
continuation  of  “persecution”  against  his 
company  by  BYU.  “But,”  says  Beagles, 
“I’m  just  stubborn  enough  I won’t  back 
off.” 

According  to  a spokesman  from  the 
BYU  Ombudsman’s  Office,  they  receive 
between  five  and  ten  complaints  each 
week  concerning  pots  and  pans  salesmen. 

The  suit  will  go  to  court  April  27, 


according  to 'Maxfield,  attorney  for  the 
girls. 

He  reported  that  if  they  win  the  suit, 
the  girls  will  be  able  to  keep  the  pots  and 
pans  they  have  contracted  for  without 
paying  for  them.  • 

Beagles  stated  that  he  was  “totally 
unconcerned”  about  the  suit  because, 
“we’re  going  to  win  it.” 

“This  is  the  first  court  action  that  has 
been  brought  against  us  by  BYU 
puppets,”  he  continued.

The  girls  went  to  bed  at 
approximately  12:00  Saturday 
night  leaving  a large,  decorative 
candle  burning.  At  4 p.m.  they 
awoke  to  stifling  smoke  and  were 
subsequently  rescued  by  Provo 
Fire  Department. 

“It  was  a sunken  candle,”  said 
junior  Susan  Tew,  recalling  how 
the  fire  began.  “We  turned  the 
light  out  and  didn’t  notice  it.” 

The  candle,  sitting  on'  a 
cardboard  box  next  to  the  front 
window  slowly  but  surely  burned 
through  to  the  box,  then  to  the 
drapes  and  the  fire-resistant 
carpet.  The  carpet  burned  slowly, 
according  to  authorities,  and 
caused  a great  deal  of  smoke. 

Corinne  Johnson,  a junior  in 
art,  slept  on  a top  bunk  and 
sniffed  the  smoke  creeping 
through  their  open  door. 

“I  figured  it  was  Sue  burning 
some  cinnamon  toast,”  she 
laughed.  “I  couldn’t  figure  out 
what  anybody  was  doing  up  at 
that  time.” 

Within  a minute  she  realized  it 
was  more  than  that  and  exclaimed 
to  her  roommate  Carolyn  Davis 
below,  “Hey,  we’re  on  fire!” 

Carolyn  hopped  up— at  least  as 
much  as  the  cast  up  to  her  thigh 
would  allow  her— and  started 
hobbling  around  in  the  dark. 


“She  lost  one  of  her  crutches,” 
said  Corrine.  “The  lights  wouldn’t 
go  on.  But,  she  hopped  on  and 
kept  saying  ‘Oh  dear,  Oh,  dear.’  ” 

Carolyn’s  cries  woke  up  the  two 
girls  in  the  adjoining  room  who 
had  their  door  tightly  closed.  Said 
junior  Sherry  Denning,  “I  thought 
she  might  have  fallen  down.” 

Once  everyone  realized  what 
was  happening,  Susan,  a veteran 
from  a hotel  fire,  went  into  the 
living  room  to  see  the  extent  of 
the  fire  and  was  overcome  with 
smoke  and  forced  back  into  the 
bedrooms. 

The  girls  called  the  Fire  Dept., 
from  the  extension  phone  in  a 
bedroom  as  the  other  sat  melted 
in  the  living  room. 

“We  were  all  concerned  about 
Carolyn,”  said  Susan,  “knowing 
we  could  all  jump  out  the  window 
but  she  couldn’t.” 

Consequently,  Sherry  threw  on 
a pair  of  levis  (“there  are  boys 
who  live  in  the  basement  next 
door”)  and  jumped  out  the 
second  floor  window  in  search  of 
a ladder,  not  hearing  the  sirens 
already  approaching. 

Firemen  arrived  and  rescued 
Carolyn  and  Corrine  with  the  aid 
of  oxygen  masks,  and  “forgot  I 
was  in  there,”  said  Susan.  “I  was 
disappointed.  But  it  was  really  a 
nice  night  with  plenty  of  stars,” 
she  remembered  about  leaning  out 
of  the  window  for  air,  waiting. 

The  night  over,  the  apartment 
to  be  readied  in  a week,  and  all 
the  girls  laughing,  stalwart  Sherry 
remarked:  “I  still  like  candles.”

For  McCoy 

Trial  date 

A trial  date  for  accused  hijacker 
Richard  F.  McCoy,  Jr.,  has  still 
not  been  decided  because  of  a 
delay  caused  by  a mixup  of 
defending  attorneys. 

According  to  U.S.  District 
Attorney  C.  Nelson  Day,  the 
Provo  law  firm  of  Christensen,, 
Taylor,  and  Moody  withdrew 
from  the  case  because  of  “a 
conflict.” 

That  conflict,  according  to  Day, 
was  Attorney  Robert  L.  Moody,  a 
member  of  the  firm  and  assistant 
Utah  County  prosecuting 
attorney. 

Day  said  that  when  McCoy  first 
appeared  before  Magistrate  A.M. 
Farro,  he  “indicated  that  he 
didn’t  have  sufficient  funds  to 
employ  his  own  defense.”  Farro 
told  McCoy  that  his  defense 
would  be  arranged  for. 

The  next  day  the  Provo  firm 
contacted  Farro  and  said  that 
McCoy’s  family  had  requested 
them  to  act  as  defense  attorneys 
in  the  case.  They  indicated  at  that 
time  “the  possibility  of  a 
conflict,”  Day  said. 

Day  said  that  late  Monday  one 
of  the  Provo  attorneys  came  to 
the  district  court  in  Salt  Lake  and 
“he  confirmed  to  the  magistrate, 
in  my  presence,  that  the  conflict 
was  such  that  the  firm  could  not 
handle  McCoy’s  defense.” 

Day  explained  that  the  ethics  of 
the  American  Bar  Association 
prevent  a prosecuting  attorney 
from  taking  the  defense  in  any 
case. 

He  further  said  that  a trial  date 
has  not  been  set,  pending 
appointment  of  defense  for 
McCoy.  The  case  will  not  go 
through  a preliminary  hearing, 


undecided 

Day  said,  “because  the  matter  was 
presented  to  a grand  jury  and  they 
decided  that  there  was  probable 
cause.” 

Day  said  U.S.  District  Court 
Judge  Willis  Ritter  will  “probably 
set  the  date  within  the  next  30 
days.” 

Prosecuting  Attorney  James  F. 
Housely  will  represent  the 
interests  of  the  United  States  in 
the  case.

commented  Henry  Smith,  director 
of  press  information. 

Elder  Kimball  recently 
underwent  open  heart  surgery. 

Smith  also  said  that  Elder 
Delbert  Stapley  is  home  and 
supposedly  convalescing.  “He 
should  be  back  in  the  office  in  a 
week  or  two,”  Smith  said. 

Questions  have  been  raised  by 
numerous  students  as  to  who 
leads  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
while  Elder  Kimball  is  in  the 
hospital. 

Smith  commented  that  the 
senior  member  present  when  it 
meets  will  conduct  the 
proceedings  automatically.  This  is 
also  the  case  when  Elder  Kimball 
or  other  members  of  the  council 
travel  and  are  not  present  at 
meetings. 

“When  the  Council  meets  with 
the  First  Presidency,  though,  the 
First  Presidency  always 
conducts,”  Smith  commented.

I wonder  if  the  students  who  are  so  strongly  advocating 
even  more  used  books  have  ever  considered  some  of  the 
consequences  of  their  demands. 

First,  in  our  free  society  we  believe  man  is  entitled  to 
just  compensation  for  his  efforts.  Composers  and  authors 
are  entitled  to  royalties  for  their  creative  efforts.  Each 
time  a performance  is  made  or  sheet  music  sold,  a 
composer  is  paid.  Each  time  a new  book  is  sold  an  author 
is  paid.  But  when  used  books  are  shuttled  around  the 
country,  only  the  used  book  dealers  (who  buy  low  and 
sell  high)  and  the  bookstores  profit  (BYU  makes  more  on 
used  than  new  books).  The  author  receives  nothing. 

Second,  the  publishers  establish  their  prices  on  the  basis 
of  expected  sales.  Used  book  sales  cut  into  these  expected 


sales  and  the  prices  go  up  (and  then  the  used  book  price 
goes  up,  too). 

Third,  most  used  books  are  not  only  soiled,  they  are 
marked  by  someone  else’s  impression  of  what  is  important 
to  learn.  A book  should  be  a personal  learning  trip  and 
adventure. 

Fourth,  students  should  be  building  libraries, 
particularly  in  their  own  field.  Don’t  be  so  anxious  to 
discard  that  learning  companion  for  “a  mess  of  pottage.” 

As  our  library  drive  indicates,  books  remain  our  basic 
source  for  knowledge.  Let’s  give  those  who  bring  them  to 
us  their  just  rewards.  Insist  on  new  quality  books.

Credit  hours 

Editor: 

I feel  it's  time  someone  did  something  about 
the  distribution  of  credit  hours.  Theoretically, 
one  hour  spent’  in  class  is  equal  to  one  credit 
hour.  This  is  true  of  some  classes  on  this 
campus,  but  there  are  also  major  departures 
from  is.  For  exampls,  the  average  P.E.  class 
requires  2 hours  in  class  per  week  and  gives  'A 
hour  of  credit;  the  rest  of  the  general  education 
P.E.  classes  are  even  more  lopsided.  Chemistry 
112  takes  4 hours  of  class  work  per  week  for  3 
credit  hours.  This  isn't  so  bad  but  one  of  it’s 
prerequisites  is  concurrent  registration  in 
Chemistry  113.  This  course  requires  6 hours  of 
laboratory  and  2 hours  of  quiz  per  week  for  2 
credit  hours.  This  brings  the  Iedg12  hours  per 
week  in  class  for  5 credits. 

Situations  like  these  are  unfair  to  students 
who  must  take  the  classes.  Since  next  year  will 
be  the  beginning  of  a new  schedule,  it  seems 
like  a great  time  to  reevaluate  the  distribution 
of  credit  hour  ratings.

Ed.  Note:  According  to  Milton  Hartvigsen, 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Physical  Education, 
credit  hours  are  set  by  General  Curriculum 
according  to  standard  accrediting  procedures. 
For  academic  classes,  each  credit  hour  requires 
one  hour  in  class  and  two  hours  of  preparation 
outside  of  class  or  in  a lab.  In  Chemistry  112 
and  113,  then,  five  credits  require  12  hours  in 
class  and  labs  and  three  additional  hours  of 
preparation.  Non-academic  classes,  such  as  P.E., 
require  less  preparation  and  are  allotted  fewer 
credits.

Teddy 
on  the 
war 
path

As  the  dimensions  of  Tet  II  began  to  unfold,  and  North 
Vietnam’s  divisions  rolled  southward,  complete  with 
tanks,  artillery,  missiles,  supplies  and  ammunition, 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  took  the  floor  of  the  United  States 
Senate  to  berate  with  equal  vigor  the  aggressor  and  those 
trying  to  hold  him  back.  The  senator  is  nothing  if  not 
impartial.  He  began  by  noting  “the  murderous  offensive  in 
Vietnam”  but,  before  the  first  paragraph  was  over,  he  was 
asking:  “How  can  this  nation  possibly  wash  its  hands  of 
the  blood  that  is  being  shed  today  in  North  and  South 
Vietnam?” 

Score  another  one  for  the  new  morality  when  those 
who  launch  a murderous  offensive  are  judged  as  harshly  as 
those  who  fight  back.  Just  when  this  new,  single  standard 
for  aggressor  and  defender  was  introduced  is  not  clear. 
Certainly  not  during  the  Kennedy  Administration.  When 
John  F.  Kennedy  dispatched  only  a few  troops  to 
Vietnam,  it  was  still  a crusade.  When  Lyndon  Johnson 
sent  hundreds  of  thousands,  it  became  immoral.  As  if  the 
test  of  a just  war  were  the  numbers  involved,  not  the 
issues.  Have  we  confused  the  morality  of  the  war  with  its 
popularity?  It’s  a common  mistake  among  politicians. 

But  even  when  Richard  Nixon  withdraws  American 
troops  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands,  and  leave  the 
burden  of  the  war  to  the  Vietnamese,  Ted  Kennedy  finds 
it  unconscionable.  “The  conscience  of  America,”  he 
contends,  “ought  to  be  demanding  a cease-fire,  not  simply 
asking  our  people  to  accept  a ringside  seat  to  watch  the 
slaughter.”  As  it  happens.  President  Nixon  has  been 
demanding  a cease-fire  at  regular  intervals  during  his  years 
in  office,  and  the  response  from  the  other  side  has  been 
equally  regular:  No. 


Far  from  waiting  to  negotiate  a cease-fire  at  Paris,  North 
Vietnam’s  spokesman  there  would  not  even  acknowledge 
that  his  country  has  troops  in  South  Vietnam— after 
having  fought  a war  there  (and  in  a couple  of  other 
countries)  for  years.  The  spokesman,  Nguyen  Minh  Vy, 
instead  called  for  an  immediate  end  to  these  American 
bombing  raids  “of  unprecedented  violence  on  both  North 
and  South.”  As  for  the  multi-front  offensive  of 
unprecedented  violence  being  directed  against  the  South, 
Comrade  Vy  would  only  say:  “The  so-called  North 
Vietnamese  invasion  of  South  Vietnam  is  an  assertion  of 
the  Nixon  Administration  which  has  been  used  as  a 
pretext  for  aggression  against  our  country.”  Beautiful.  All 
those  so-called  130-millimeter  guns,  the  made-in-USSR 
tanks,  the  more  than  10,000  shells  and  rookets  already 
fired  in  the  northern  sector  alone. . . .none  of  that  counts. 
Nobody  here  but  us  guerrilas. 

It’s  true  that  North  Vietnam  would  like  to  resume  the 
peace  talks— as  distinct  from  the  peace.  While  the  talks 
were  on,  so  was  a general  lull  in  the  bombing.  Now  there 
are  waves  of  B-52’s  in  place  of  the  conditions  that  allowed 
North  Vietnam  first  to  build  up  this  massive 
concentration  of  conventional  power  just  across  the 
Demilitarized  Zone,  and  then  suddenly,  to  militarize  the 
hell  out  of  it,  as  well  as  some  adjoining  acreage  to  the 
south.  No  wonder  Hanoi  misses  those  talks. 

None  of  this  prevents  Senator  Kennedy  from  blaming 
the  most  direct,  undeniable  invasion  of  the  South  in  this 
long,  cruel  war  on  you-know-who:  “Nothing,”  he  says, 
‘■‘more  brutally  demonstrates  the  moral  and  military 
bankruptcy  of  the  President’s  policy  in  Vietnam  than  the 
horror  of  the  new  offensive  at  the  Demilitarized  Zone.”

Sewing  plant  offers 


new  jobs 


Fifty  jobs  for  seamstresses  will 
be  opening  up  in  Provo  as  soon  as 
a new  clothing  manufacturing 
plant  moves  into  its  temporary 
building. 

Operated  by  the  Carlisle 
Manufacturing  Co.,  the  plant  is 
moving  into  the  O.  P.  Skaggs  store 
at  100  N.  200  W. 

Lindsay  Carlisle,  owner  of  the 
company,  already  operates  two 
sewing  plants  in  Gunnison  and 
Ephraim  but  reports  “they  could 
sell  twice  the  garments  they  could 
manufacture.” 

Carlisle  is  opening  a new  plant 
in  Provo  looking  for  a better  work 
force,  particularly  among  the 
wives  of  BYU  students.  According 
to  Provo  City  Commissioner 
Russell  Grange,  the  plant  will 


recruit  the  50  women  from  among 
BYU  students,  student  wives,  and 
Provo  housewives  in  general.  He 
expects  the  number  of  jobs  to 
expand  rapidly  as  the  plant 
expands. 

Carlisle  will  start  recruiting  for 
his  business  “just  as  soon  as 
possible,”  reports  Grange,  because 
he  already  has  commitments  for 
products. 

The  location  at  the  Skaggs  store 
must  be  temporary  because  the 
area  isn’t  zoned  for  industry,  but 
for  commercial  use. 

However,  Grange  remarked  that 
Provo  should  encourage  this  type 
of  business  to  move  into  the  city 
because  “it  is  clean  as  a pin,  no 
smoke,  no  noise.  . . .”  He  also 
declared  that  it’s  the 


responsibility  of  the  city 
commission  to  provide  jobs 
wherever  possible. 

“The  building  is  empty  and 
serves  no  purpose.  . . .and  it  is  in 
the  interests  of  bringing 
industry,”  said  Grange.

Grayson  said  that  despite  these  violations,  the  Administration’s  goal 
of  cutting  the  inflation  rate  in  half  is  attainable,  citing  that 
uncontrolled  consumer  prices  rose  only  2.9  per  cent  between  November 
and  February-well  within  the  Administration’s  goals. 

African  airplane  crashes 

An  East  African  Airways  Super  VC  10  carrying  107  passengers  and  1 1 
crewmen  crashed  yesterday  during  the  takeoff  from  Addis  Ababa, 
Ethiopia.  “Approximately  half  the  passengers  survived,”  airline  officials 
said. 

The  airline  said  this  was  the  first  serious  accident  the  East  African 
Airlines  has  had  since  the  late  1950’s. 

Court  upholds  oath 

The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  yesterday  made  a significant  philosophical 
decision  in  upholding  Massachusetts  loyalty  oath  requiring  state 
employees  to  oppose  the  violent  overthrow  of  the  government. 

In  the  written  draft  of  the  four  to  three  majority,  Chief  Justice 
Warren  E.  Burger  upheld  a state’s  right  to  oblige  employees  to  swear 
not  to  “oppose  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  of 
this  Commonwealth  by  force,  by  violence  or  by  any  illegal  or 
unconstitutional  method.” 


^ North  Viets  claim  success 

Madame  Nguyen  Thi  Binh,  Viet  Cong  foreign  minister,  said  yesterday 
in  Paris  that  South  Vietnam’s  forces  and  police  are  beginning  to  crack 
under  the  pressure  of  the  recent  communist  offensive. 

Their  estimate  of  13,650  South  Vietnamese  men  lost  since  the 
beginning  of  the  offensive  shows  the  success  of  the  campaign  which  was 
launched  to  defeat  President  Nixon’s  “Vietnamization”  program,  she 
said. 


Fact  or  Fancy? 

Can  a steady  diet  of  red  meat  cause  high  blood  pressure?  Is  the 
primacy  cause  of  . diabetes  eating  too  much  sugar?  Is  a rapid  pulse, 
fatigure,  and  low  blood  pressure  a sign  of  a pobbie  stroke? 

All  of  the  above  should  be  answered  by  “no”,  says  the  Health 
Insturance  Institute,  which  states  that  Americans  know  a lot  less  than 
they  think  they  know  about  heath. 

Attacks  continue 

U.S.  air  strikes  are  continuing  against  North  Vietnam  for  the  reasons 
that  the  Communists  could  be  re-grouping  for  additional  assaults. 

The  U.S.  command  reported  yesterday  that  two  American  warships 
have  been  knocked  out  of  action,  with  a toll  of  two  U.S.  sailors  killed 
and  16  wounded. 

Military  spokesmen  said  that  the  North  Vietnamese  have  stepped  up 
attacks  along  two  major  highways  leading  from  Saigon  to  Cambodia. 
Cambodian  officials  expressed  the  fear  that  a major  offensive  similar  to 
the  one  in  South  Vietnam  could  be  forming. 

Administration  comments 

Administration  officials  yesterday  pledged  that  U.S.  air  and  naval 
power  will  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  stop  North  Vietnamese 
offensives  in  South  Vietnam  and  to  protect  the  Vietnamization  policy 
of  President  Nixon. 

Defense  Secretary  Melvin  Laird  and  other  officials  specifically  refused 
to  rule  out  possible  future  strikes  against  Hanoi  and  Haiphong  as  had 
been  earlier  rumored. 

Laird  called  it  the  “height  of  irresponsibility”  to  talk  of  resuming  the 
Paris  peace  talks  while  the  North  Vietnamese  continue  invasion  of  the 
South. 


Astros  speed  on 

Apollo  16’s  astronauts  are  preparing  for  a lunar  orbit  today,  despite 
electrical  interference  that  knocked  out  their  guidance  system  for  18 
minutes  yesterday. 

Had  the  problem  not  been  corrected,  the  scheduled  orbiting  of  the 
moon  would  have  been  made  impossible  and  would  have  forced 
cancellation  of  tomorrow’s  lunar  landing. 

Prices  must  roll  back 

The  head  of  the  President’s  price  commission,  C.  Jackson  Grayson 
yesterday  estimated  that  10  per  cent  of  the  nation’s  large  firms  are 
collecting  illegally  excessive  profits. 

Testifying  before  the  joint  Economic  Committee  of  Congress, 
Grayson  told  members  that  the  offending  firms  will  be  ordered  to  cut 
their  prices.

Upcoming  plans  include  the 
“Can  You’’  program,  which 
attempts  to  widen  a coed’s  circle 
of  friends  by  involving  four 
women  and  four  men  for  informal 
dates,  such  as  roller  skating  or 
canyon  picnics. 

Besides  the  four  basic  area 
chairwomen  and  the  publicity 
coordinator,  the  staff  also 
includes  a business  manager,  a 
historian  and  a secretarial  and 
information  staff. 

The  Women’s  Office  is  also 
represented  regionally  and 
nationally  at  the  Associated 
College  Unions  International 
Convention.

BYU  operas, 

Two  operas  are  being  presented 
currently  by  the  BYU  Opera 
Department  and  Opera  Guild. 
Both  well  done  and  both  directed 
by  former  BYU  performer  Clayne 
Robinson. 

Gianni  Schicchi  proves  to  be  a 
delightful  experience  and  in  an 
unusual  vein  for  Puccini  who  has 
produced  an  engaging  comic 
opera.  The  BYU  production  is  one 
of  the  better  done  here  in  recent 
years.  The  set  is  beautiful  even 
though  at  times  somewhat  shaky. 
The  costumes  also  show  the  result 
of  a great  deal  of  work  and 
planning. 

As  worthy  of  praise  as  the 
physical  features  may  be,  the 
main  credit  must  go  to  a group  of 
fine  singers  and  actors.  Gene 
Larsen  in  the  lead  role  of  Gianni 
Schicchi  possesses  a voice  that  is 
of  a very  professional  level.  He 
sings  the  role  effortlessly  and  his 
acting  brings  a great  deal  of  life  to 
the  opera.  Steve  Green  as 
Rinuccio,  sings  well  but  often  has 
difficulity  being  heard.  Perhaps  he 
suffers  more  in  comparison  to  Mr. 
Larsen.  Also  impressive  were  the 
other  voices,  especially  Clint 
Johnson,  Roberta  Rahlf,  and  Bob 
Lauritzen.  The  singers’  diction 
could  have  been  more  easily 
understood. 

Pagliacci  again  must  be  one  of 
the  finest  productions  in  several 
years.  Richard  Lee  is  a wonderful 
surprise  as  Canio,  this  being  his 
first  major  operatic  role  at  BYU. 
He  has  a full  rich  quality, 
especially  in  his  higher  registers, 
showing  great  promise.  Claire 
Johnson  is  also  exciting  as  Canio’s

wife,  Nedda.  Her  duet  with  Martin 
Green  was  especially  lovely. 
Robert  Downs  as  Tonio 
performed  very  well  particularly 
in  the  “Prologue”  where  he 
opened  up  to  reveal  a fine  high 
range.  The  chorus  was  often  weak 
and  the  orchestra  made  many 
mistakes  but  neither  of  these 
seriously  detracted  from  the 
excellent  dramatic  presentation.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  give 
enough  credit  to  these  fine 
performers  for  making  Pagliacci  a 
success.

Ponte:  experienced  net  veteran 


BYU’s  Felix  Ponte,  so  they  say, 
is  one  tennis  player  who  has  been 
around.  While  this  cliche  has 
become  trite  in  describing  many 
athletes,  it  is  most  fitting  for 
Felix. 

From  his  native  Peru  to  the 
shores  of  Ireland  and  all  points  in 
between,  Felix  has  traveled  more 
miles  and  competed  in  more 
tournaments  than  most  collegians 
would  ever  dream  of  attempting. 

The  BYU  players  are  nicknamed 
the  Cougars,  but  this  Peruvian  has 
his  own  nickname,  “The  Cat.”  It 
is  appropriate  enough,  for  “The 
Cat”  has  crammed  in  enough 
tennis  action  to  fill  nine  lives. 

FELIX  is  currently  one  of  the 
top  singles'  players  for  coach 
Wayne  Pearce’s  defending  WAC 
champions. 

“Felix  is  a dependable  player 
for  us  this  year,”  said  Pearce 
recently.  “We  know  that  it  is 
going  to  take  a strong  player  to 
defeat  him.” 

His  consistency  is  a product  of 
over  1 5 years  of  competition  in 
international  circles.  Felix  began 
playing  tennis  at  age  10  in  his 
hometown  of  Lima.  Two  years 
later  he  stunned  the  field  in  the 
Peru  National  Tournament  by 
defeating  every  seeded  player  en 
route  to  winning  the  singles 
championship  for  the 
1 3-and-under  group. 

NO  ONE  had  ever  heard  of  me 
before,”  related  Felix.  “I  hadn’t 
been  playing  long  enough  for  any 
of  the  experts  to  see  me.  After 
winning  the  Nationals  in  1958,  I 
was  ranked  number  one  for  next 
year.” 

His  junior  career  later  included 
tournament  competition  in 
Miami’s  Orange  Bowl  and 
Sunshine  Cup,  tournaments  in 
Mexico  and  Costa  Rica  and  the 
U.S.  junior  circuit.  While 
attending  high  school  in  the 
Chicago  area  in  1963,  Felix  was 
invited  by  coach  Stanley  Singer  to 
participate  in  a tennis  clinic  in 
Ireland.  Ponte  captured  the  singles 
title  in  the  South  Ireland 
Championships  and  also 
participated  in  the  Irish  Nationals 
in  Dublins. 

AFTER  extensive  tours  all  over 
the  U.S.  the  next  few  years,  Felix 
was  persuaded  by  a friend  to 
enroll  at  Foothill  Junior  College 
in  Northern  California  in  the 
spring  of  1966.  After  one  year  as 
the  school’s  number  one  singles 
player,  he  was  drafted  into  the 
U.S.  Army. 

It  was  while  stationed  at 
Dugway  Proving  Grounds  in  Utah 
that  he  met  coach  Wayne  Pearce.
